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INTRODUCTION 

Massachusetts  General  Laws  Chapter  15,  section  54,  as  inserted  by  Chapter  188  of  the  Acts  of  1985, 
enables  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  to  establish  an  early  childhood  discretionary  grant 
program,  an  early  childhood  office,  and  a  state  advisory  council  on  early  childhood  education.  The  law 
charges  the  Board  with  establishing  1)  standards  for  prekindergarten  programs  that  meet  or  exceed  the 
existing  Office  for  Children  standards  and  2)  certification  standards  for  early  childhood  teachers.  The  state 
advisory  council  is  charged  with  developing  a  biennial  report  on  Future  Trends  in  Early  Childhood 
Education  and  with  reviewing  early  childhood  programs  and  certification  standards. 

This  report  describes  the  activities  of  the  Bureau  of  Early  Childhood  Programs  during  Fiscal  Year  (FY) 
1990.  The  report  is  divided  into  three  sections: 

•  Section  I  provides  a  summary  of  the  Grant  Programs  and  other  initiatives  of  the  Bureau. 

•  Section  II  provides  a  directory  of  communities  that  received  grants  from  the  Chapter  188 
Early  Childhood  Grant  Program  and/or  the  Early  Childhood  Allocation  Grant  Program. 
Descriptions  of  the  activities  that  took  place  in  these  communities  in  FY  1990,  as  well  as 
basic  data  regarding  numbers  of  children  served,  are  provided.  (Note:  Communities  for 
which  data  was  not  submitted  to  the  Department  are  marked  with  ***) 

•  Section  III  provides  a  listing  of  the  Massachusetts  Head  Start  programs  that  received 
grants  from  the  State  Head  Start  Expansion  Program  and  the  State  Head  Start  Salary 
Enhancement  Program. 
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SECTION  I 

CHAPTER  188  EARLY  CHILDHOOD  DISCRETIONARY  GRANT  PROGRAM 

During  FY  1990  the  Board  of  Education  voted  to  approve  funding  for  148  early  childhood  proposals, 
totalling  $7,495,345  in  148  school  districts. 

Four  of  the  proposals  approved  for  funding  in  FY  1990  were  planning  grants  to  assess  community  needs 
and  resources  and  to  develop  comprehensive  early  childhood  plans  In  local  districts.  All  planning  grants 
had  as  an  objective  to  assess  the  need  for  early  childhood  services  among  low  income  families  and 
coordinating  services  with  special  education.  The  planning  proposals  approved  for  funding  in  FY  1990 
totalled  $5,497. 

The  remaining  144  proposals  were  for  implementation  and  continuation  grants  to  continue,  expand, 
enhance  or  begin  new  early  childhood  programs  in  local  communities.  Of  the  implementation  and 
continuation  grants  funded  in  FY  1990,  73%  were  preschool  programs;  1 1%  day  care,  5%  extended  day; 
46%  enhanced  kindergarten;  and  1  %  transitional  programs.  All  funded  programs  are  collaborating  with 
special  education  through  joint  staff  training,  screening  activities,  or  integrated  programs  for  children  with 
and  without  special  needs.  99  of  the  1 10  preschool  programs  funded  through  Chapter  188  serve  children 
with  and  without  special  needs  in  an  integrated  setting.  41  of  the  programs  directly  provide  services  to 
linguistic  minority  children  and  their  families.  The  implementation  and  continuation  grant  proposals 
approved  for  funding  in  FY  1990  totalled  $7,489,848. 

Over  75  percent  of  the  Chapter  188  Early  Childhood  funds  were  awarded  to  low  income  sites. 

STATE  HEAD  START  GRANTS 

State  Head  Start  Salary  Enhancement  Program 

In  FY  1990  the  state  legislature  appropriated  $4  million  for  enhancement  of  Head  Start  staff  salaries  in  order 
to  retain  and  attract  qualified  personnel.  It  is  the  goal  of  the  State  Head  Start  Salary  Enhancement  Program 
to  enable  Head  Start  staff  salaries  to  meet  or  exceed  the  Programs  established  minimum  hourly  wages.  In 
July  1989  applications  were  distributed  by  the  Department  to  the  30  Massachusetts  Head  Start  programs 
and  funds  were  awarded  by  the  end  of  October.  Head  Start  directors  have  reported  that  the  additional 
funds  for  salaries  have  made  a  significant  difference  in  their  ability  to  recruit  and  retain  staff. 

State  Head  Start  Expansion  Grants 

In  FY  1990  the  state  legislature  appropriated  an  additional  $2  million  to  expand  Head  Start  programs. 
Applications  were  distributed  in  the  spring  of  1989  to  the  30  Head  Start  agencies  eligible  for  funds.  At  its 
June  and  August  meetings,  the  Board  approved  grants  totalling  $1,900,000  for  21  Head  Start  agencies  to 
serve  an  additional  456  children. 

EARLY  CHILDHOOD  ALLOCATION  GRANT 

Massachusetts  received  $5.3  million  in  FY  1990  from  the  federal  Office  for  Special  Education  Programs 
under  PL  99-457,  the  Education  of  the  Handicapped  Act  Amendment  of  1986.  PL  99-457  was  developed 
to  provide  states  with  incentives  to  serve  young  children  with  special  needs  from  birth  to  ages  si>    The 
Department  of  Public  Health  is  the  lead  agency  for  children  from  birth  to  three,  the  Department  of 
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Education  is  the  lead  agency  for  children  three  to  six  years  of  age.  The  P.L  99-457 
Preschool  Grant  stipulates  that  75%  of  the  funds  be  distributed  directly  to  local  school  systems.  The 
Department  distributed  the  funds  to  LEAs  through  an  Early  Childhood  Allocation  Program  to  increase  the 
developmei  it  of  integrated  programs  for  young  children  in  the  Commonwealth.  As  a  result  of  the  grant,  282 
of  the  293  eligible  school  systems  are  developing  and  expanding  their  integrated  placements. 

Since  the  initiation  of  the  Early  Childhood  Allocation  Program  in  1987,  LEAs  have  steadily  increased  the 
number  of  integrated  programs.  The  following  data  demonstrates  how  powerful  a  grant  initiative  can  be.

The  remaining  25%  of  the  PL  99-457  funds  can  abe  used  for  program  development  (20%)  and 
administration  (5%).  The  program  development  funds  were  used  to  support  school  systems  developing 
new  programs,  to  develop  and  implement  interagency  activities,  and  to  evaluate  program  quality.  In 
addition  to  the  special  education  related  activities  described  in  the  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council 
section,  the  following  activities  were  undertaken  by  the  Bureau: 

•  Project  Impact:  an  early  childhood  program  evaluation  project  was  initiated  to  enhance  data 
management  and  reporting,  strengthen  skills  in  evaluation  in  local  schools  and  the  Department  and 
gather  quantitative  and  qualitative  information  statewide  on  integrated  and  substantially  separate 
early  childhood  programs.  A  contractor  to  manage  the  project  and  6  LEAs  were  chosen  to 
participate  in  the  first  phase  of  the  project.  The  project  includes  a  significant  amount  of  training  for 
both  LEA  and  Department  early  childhood  staff.  The  first  phase  of  the  project  concluded  a 
statewide  survey.   Another  element  of  the  first  phase  are  local  evaluation  studies  being  conducted 
by  each  of  the  6  participating  LEAs.    During  FY  91  an  indepth  field  study  of  the  implementation  of 
policies  related  to  PL  99-457  will  be  completed. 

•  Into  the  Mainstream:  Early  Childhood  Summer  Training  Institutes  were  conducted  for  each  of  the 
six  regions  of  the  state  and  resulted  in  the  training  of  180  teachers  and  administrators  in  the 
development  of  integrated  early  childhood  programs.  Institutes  were  developed  collaboration  with 
Massachusetts  College  faculty  in  early  childhood  education  and  special  education,  and 
occupation,  physical,  speech  and  language  therapy. 

•  Regional  Training  Workshops:  Over  45  training  workshops  have  been  held  in  the  regional  centers, 
with  participation  ranging  from  35  to  80  people  per  workshop.  General  topic  areas  include:  early 
childhood  development,  partnerships  for  children,  family  involvement,  integration/mainstreaming, 
developmental  curriculum,  and  screening/assessment  or  evaluation. 

•  School  Age  Child  Care  Task  Force:  The  Bureau  of  Early  Childhood  Programs  and  representatives 
from  local  school  districts  are  currently  collaborating  with  the  Office  for  Children  in  the  revision  of 
OFCs  School  Age  Child  Care  Regulations.  OFC's  revised  regulations  will  be  used  as  a  model  by 
the  Departments  school  age  child  care  programs.  The  Commissioner  of  Education  is  required  to 
approve  public  school  operated  before  and  after  school  programs  based  on  these  standards.  The 
Task  Force  plans  to  have  a  draft  of  the  standards  available  for  comment  by  late  Spring  of  1991 .

•  Early  Intervention  Collaborative  Study:  The  Bureau  provides  support  for  some  segments  of  a 
longitudinal  study  being  conducted  by  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Medical  School  in 
Worcester.  The  study  is  following  children  with  disabilities  as  they  progress  through  Early 
Intervention  Programs  for  infants  and  toddlers  into  preschool  programs  and  beyond.  Specifically, 
the  Bureau  funds  classroom  observations  of  children  in  the  study  who  are  entering  preschool  from 
Early  Intervention  Programs.  Another  part  of  this  study  funded  by  the  Bureau  is  the  pilot  testing  of 
Project  Spectrum  instruments  with  children  with  special  needs.  Project  Spectrum  is  an 
assessment  protocol  developed  to  assess  preschool  age  children  in  many  dimensions  of  their 
development. 

MASSACHUSETTS  EARLY  CHILDHOOD  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 

The  merger  of  the  two  early  childhood  advisory  councils  to  the  Department  of  Education  has  been 
completed.  The  Early  Childhood  State  Planning  Committee,  which  advised  the  Associate  Commissioner  of 
Special  Education  on  issues  related  to  the  education  of  young  children  with  special  needs,  was  merged 
with  the  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council,  which  was  established  by  Chapter  188  to  advise  the 
Massachusetts  Board  of  Education  on  issues  related  to  the  education  of  young  children  from  birth  through 
eight.  The  goal  of  this  merger  was  to  ensure  that  special  education  and  non-special  education  interests 
were  taken  into  consideration  as  a  whole  as  the  Department  develops  policies  for  programs  and  services 
for  young  children  and  their  families. 

The  merged  council  consists  of  over  40  Board  appointed  members  representing  key  agencies, 
organizations  and  individuals  concerned  with  early  childhood  education.  The  bylaws  of  the  merged 
council  were  approved  at  its  June  1989  meeting,  and  election  of  officers  was  held  at  that  time.  The  officers 
are:  Mary  Mindess,  Chair,  Leonard  Lubinsky  Vice  Chair  and  Meg  Barden-Oine,  Secretary.  The  role  of  the 
Massachusetts  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council  is  defined  in  part  by  the  Board  of  Education,  (Boards 
Early  Childhood  Policy  Statement),  and  in  part  by  legislation  in  Chapter  188  (program  review,  certification 
and  future  trends  report).  An  additional  component  is  overseeing  interagency  collaboration  especially  as  it 
relates  to  improved  services  for  young  children  wtth  special  needs.  The  merged  councl  met  five  times 
during  the  1989-90  school  year. 

ADVISORY  COUNCIL  SUBCOMMITTEES 

1.  COLLABORATION  FOR  CHILDREN  PROJECT: 

This  project  was  initiated  in  1987  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education  to  increase  coordination 
of  services  to  young  children  having,  or  at  risk  of  having,  special  needs  and  their  families.  Phase  I  involved 
the  selection  of  three  pilot  programs,  with  the  goal  of  developing  policies  and  procedures  to  ensure 
smooth  and  successful  transitions  for  children  as  they  move  from  Early  Intervention  to  a  variety  of  public 
and  private  preschool  programs.  These  three  pilot  projects  are  located  in  Arlington,  Lynn  and  Gill- 
Montague.  Phase  II  of  the  Collaboration  for  Children  Project  involved  training  and  development  of  projects 
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within  58  additional  local  districts  to  increase  interagency  collaboration  and  improve  transition  procedures. 
Participants  in  Phase  I  served  on  training  teams  for  summer  Institutes  held  in  July  of  1989,  and  as  advisors 
to  LEAs  throughout  the  year  as  they  progress  in  their  local  efforts  in  interagency  collaboration. 

Phase  III  of  the  Collaboration  for  Children  Project  is  planned  for  school  year  1990-91 .  The  Interagency 
Coordinating  Council  to  the  Department  of  Public  Healths  Early  Intervention  System  has  agreed  to  support 
Collaboration  for  Children  Phase  III  at  a  level  of  $50,000  in  1990-91 .  This  further  dissemination  is  targeted 
to  reach  an  additional  50  LEAs. 

The  goal  of  the  Collaboration  for  Children  Project  is  the  Improved  communication  and  coordination  among 
the  agencies  serving  young  children  in  the  Commonwealth. 

In  conjunction  with  the  work  of  the  Collaboration  for  Children  Project,  a  Transition  Policy  has  been  drafted, 
jointly  sponsored  by  the  Department  of  Education,  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  and  Administration  for 
Children,  Youth  and  Families  (Head  Start),  and  the  Executive  Office  of  Human  Services.  The  Policy  has 
been  signed  by  the  Department  of  Education  and  is  awaiting  signature  from  the  other  agencies  involved. 

2.  FUTURE  TRENDS: 

In  FY  1989,  Governor  Dukakis  approved  legislative  amendment  to  Chapter  188  which  requires  the  Advisory 
Council  to  report  on  Future  Trends  biennially,  rather  than  annually. 

The  third  Future  Trends  Report,  The  Emerging  Role  of  the  Public  Schools  in  Child  Care,  was  presented  to 
the  Board  of  Education  in  December  1989.  The  report  was  based  on  a  statewide  series  to  case  studies  of 
public  school  involvement  in  child  care  for  preschool  age  and  school  age  children  and  their  families.  The 
study  of  twelve  programs  examined  the  elements  that  lead  to  program  success  as  well  as  the  barriers  that 
may  impede  further  program  development. 

3.  PROGRAM  STANDARDS: 

Early  Childhood  Program  Standards  for  preschools  which  receive  Chapter  188  funds  and  are  operated  by 
public  schools  were  approved  by  the  Board  in  June  1988.  The  Standards  and  self -assessment  instrument 
to  facilitate  the  use  of  the  Standards  have  been  disseminated. 

The  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council  and  The  Board  of  Education  approved  Kindergarten  Guidelines  in 
1989.  Over  2000  copies  were  disseminated  to  special  education  directors,  elementary  principals, 
superintendents  and  Chapter  188  early  childhood  coordinators  in  the  Spring  of  1990. 

4.  PUBLIC  AWARENESS: 

The  Public  Awareness  Subcommittee  in  a  focus  on  early  identification,  developed  a  poster  outlining 
milestones  in  language  and  emotional  development  from  birth  through  age  two.  This  poster  was  designed 
for  new  parents,  and  was  printed  in  English  and  Spanish.  More  than  52,000  posters  have  been 
disseminated  to  date,  with  hospital,  pediatric  health  service  programs  and  child  care  programs 
representing  the  major  distributors. 
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A  computerized  data  bank  (INDEX)  listing  all  programs  available  for  young  children  with  special  needs  and 
their  families  is  currently  being  developed  by  the  Shriver  Center.  Information  to  the  public  is  provided 
through  the  Information  Center  for  Individuals  with  Disabilities  (ICID)  which  parents  and  other  interested 
parties  can  call  for  information  about  specific  concerns  or  disabilities.  In  April  1989,  the  subcommittee 
updated  the  Department  of  Educations  Birth  to  Six  Resource  Directories  In  Massachusetts  libraries  with 
labels  referencing  the  toll-free  number  of  ICID. 

The  subcommittee  is  investigating  sponsoring  a  joint  early  identification  campaign  with  other  agencies 
serving  young  children  and  their  families. 

5.  TEACHER  CERTIFICATION  AND  PROFESSIONAL  DEVELOPMENT: 

After  two  years  of  deliberation  and  public  outreach,  the  Massachusetts  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council 
recommended  a  joint  certificate  uniting  the  fields  of  early  childhood  and  special  education  in  a  Nursery- 
Grade  3  certificate.  This  draft  certificate  includes  a  strong  component  in  special  needs  training,  and 
supersedes  the  present  certificate  for  Teacher  of  Young  Children  with  Special  Needs.  Upon 
recommendation  of  the  Commissioner,  the  Council  has  been  working  with  staff  from  the  Division  of 
Educational  Personnel  and  with  members  of  the  Massachusetts  Advisory  Commission  on  Education 
Personnel  in  order  to  adapt  the  proposed  certificate  to  the  new  framework  for  all  teacher  certification  as 
described  in  the  joint  Board  of  Regents/Board  of  Education  report,  Making  Teaching  a  Major  Profession. 
The  subcommittee  has  been  examining  standards  for  provisional  and  full  certification. 

6.  CHILDREN  WHOSE  FIRST  LANGUAGE  IS  NOT  ENGLISH: 

This  subcommittee  is  in  the  process  of  developing  resource  and  training  guidelines  for  staff  in  programs 
serving  young  children  from  linguistic  minority  families.  This  subcommittee  will  collaborate  with 
appropriate  Department  staff  and  other  advisory  committees  and  professional  associations  in  addressing 
early  childhood  linguistic  and  cultural  issues. 

7.  PARENT  INVOLVEMENT  AND  FAMILY  EDUCATION: 

This  subcommittee  is  examining  ways  in  which  early  childhood  education  programs  can  foster  a  strong 
bond  between  families  and  schools.  The  goals  of  the  committee  will  be  to  develop  a  plan  to  select  LEAs 
which  will  be  supported  in  developing,  testing  and  evaluating  effective  strategies  for  working  with  families. 

8.  SPECIAL  EDUCATION  INTEGRATION: 

The  goal  of  this  subcommittee  is  to  promote  the  development  of  high  quality  integrated  placements  for 
young  children  with  special  needs.  In  its  efforts  to  promote  interagency  training  activities  for  local 
education  agencies,  Head  Start,  Early  Intervention,  child  care  and  private  preschods,  the  subcommittee 
has  developed  a  plan  for  developing  a  video  which  will  focus  attention  and  provide  technical  assistance  on 
the  placement  of  preschool  children  with  special  needs  in  integrated  settings,  thereby  providing  the  least 
restrictive  environment. 

9.  MENTORING: 

This  subcommittee  is  investigating  ways  to  ensure  that  the  early  childhood  perspective  is  considered  in  the 
development  of  guidelines  for  the  mentoring  process  related  to  changes  in  the  Massachusetts  Teacher 
Certification  Standards.  The  new  teacher  certification  standards  include  a  two-stage  certification  process 
requiring  a  liberal  arts  and  sciences  or  appropriate  interdisciplinary  major  for  provisional  certification; 
followed  by  a  clinical  masters  degree  under  the  guidance  of  a  mentor  teacher  leading  to  full  certification.

The  Community  Coordinator  for  Young  Children  in  Harwich  is  addressing  five  goals  this  year. 
1)  To  increase  direct  service  opportunities  for  pre-school  chPdren  In  the  community.  The  coordinator  has 
arranged  monthly  activities  aimed  at  broadening  the  experiences  of  young  children  in  the  areas  of: 
language  development,  motor  development,  and  the  arts.  An  average  of  30  teachers,  providers, 

parents,  and  preschoolers  have  participated  in  music,  dance,  and  puppet  events  each  month.  The 
coordinator  has  set  up  a  playgroup  for  ten  Harwich  mothers  and  their  preschool  children.  This  group  meets 
on  a  weekly  basis.  A  toy-lending  library  is  being  set  up  which  will  circulate  well-loved,  developmentally 
appropriate  toys  among  preschool  children  in  town.  All  families  of  young  children  benefit  from  this  service 
(low  income  families  being  the  targeted  group).  2)  To  increase  family  involvement/intervention.  Through 
the  combined  efforts  of  the  Early  Childhood  Advisory  Council  and  the  coordinator,  Harwich  offered  its  first 
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Resource/Information  Fair.  The  fair  focused  on  the  theme  of  "Understanding  >rbur  Young  Child",  and 
offered  children  and  their  families  increased  services  with  area  agencies,  resource  people,  and  programs. 
3)  Family  day  care  providers,  families,  and  preschoolers  received  increased  support  and  consultation.  The 
coordinator  has  met  all  area  family  day  care  providers  as  well  as  the  directors  and  teachers  of  all  area 
preschoois.  As  a  result  of  these  introductions,  the  coordinator  has  opened  communication  lines  for 
concerns  to  be  expressed  regarding  certain  Harwich  children  about  whom  they  have  concerns.  4) 
Monthly  workshops  have  been  arranged  for  area  providers.  Through  the  vehicle  of  workshops,  the 
providers  gain  increased  awareness  of  developmental  approaches  and  curriculum  for  young  children  as 
well  as  much  needed  support  for  common  concerns  and  issues.  5)  The  Coordinator  has  the  goal  of  acting 
as  a  liaison  between  area  families,  providers,  the  Office  for  Children,  and  PACE.  These  agencies  have 
many  services  to  offer,  including  assistance  in  obtaining  licensing  which  benefits  potential  family  day  care 
providers,  as  well  as  parent  and  church  groups  interested  in  setting  up  day  care.

During  the  past  3  years  the  Shrewsbury  Public  School  System  has  strived  to  develop  a  comprehensive 
early  childhood  program  to  meet  the  unique  and  diverse  needs  of  young  children.
